City tells Davis to remove trailer on car lot

A waiver for a temporary 
construction trailer on a 
used car lot in Liberty that 
expired in October of 2013 
has resulted in a notice 
from the City of Liberty 
to its owner to remove the 
trailer. And that too, has 
expired, without any action 
being taken. 

Ronnie Davis, who owns 
a used car lot at 1200 North 
Wallace Wilkinson Boule¬ 
vard, received the letter on 
Oct. 30. 

“The Liberty City Coun¬ 


cil granted a two year 
waiver for the location of 
the mobile home/modular 
unit on your property lo¬ 
cated at 1200 North Wal¬ 
lace Blvd. This waiver was 
granted on April 20, 2011, 
for the purpose of its use as 
a construction trailer. The 
fact that no construction 
has occurred is the reason 
for the following action. 
We are directing you to re¬ 
move the unit in question 
from the property within 
30 days,” states the letter 
signed by Mayor Steve 
Sweeney. 

When asked why the re¬ 


moval notice hasn’t been 
enforced, Sweeney said 
he won’t take any action 
on the matter in the Dec. 
17 meeting, which is his 
last meeting as mayor. 
Sweeney didn’t run for re- 
election in November and 
is retiring after 16 years. 

“I did what I was told 
to do. I’m personally not 
going to take any further 
action on it. That will be 
up to the next mayor and 
planning and zoning offi¬ 
cer. I’m not going to apol¬ 
ogize to anybody for that.

Some Casey County resi¬ 
dents who are being asked 
to answer a Kentucky gen¬ 
eral assembly questionnaire 
don’t have a clue as to sev¬ 
eral of the issues presented 
in the document. 

Rep. Mike Harmon, R- 
Danville, who represents 
Casey and Boyle counties 
in the 54th District, sub¬ 
mitted the questionnaire to 
The Casey County News for 
publication. 

“As you know, the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly is 
preparing for the 2015 ses¬ 
sion. Below you will find a 
questionnaire gauging your 
opinion on the most pressing 
issues facing the Common¬ 
wealth. Please complete the 
form and return it to me at 
your earliest convenience,” 
it states. 

The 2015 General As¬ 
sembly will be gaveled into 
session on Jan. 6 and lasts 
30 days. 

Of the 10 questions pre¬ 
sented, three in particular 
presented stumbling blocks 
for 20 local residents who 
were asked about the issues. 
Only two of 20 polled said 
they had a general under¬ 
standing of these issues.

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Today s city council meeting 
promised to be a doozy 


As I write this column 
on Tuesday afternoon, I can 
truthfully say that I’m anx¬ 
iously awaiting tomorrow’s 
city council meeting at City 
Hall. 

It will be Mayor Steve 
Sweeney’s last regular meet¬ 
ing, as he chose to retire the 
end of this year, bringing to 
a close a very successful 16- 
year reign, and leading Lib¬ 
erty to become the city it is 
today. 

I’ll do a stoiy on His Hon¬ 
or’s many accomplishments 
in the next few weeks because 
there needs to be a record of 
the good this man has done 
in Liberty. Since we’re the 
official organ of the county, 
it’ll be my honor to document 
for posterity Sweeney’s con¬ 
tributions to his beloved city, 
which he calls “Eden.” 

Several items on Wednes¬ 
day’s agenda pinged on my 
journalistic radar, including 
revisiting the two newly ad¬ 
opted city ordinances con¬ 



cerning a city-wide smoking 
ban and a 3 percent restaurant 
tax. The council passed both 
these measures last month. 

Councilman Andy 

Lawhom, himself a smoker 
who supported the city-wide 
ban, asked Sweeney to put 
these ordinances on the agen¬ 
da. 

Sweeney told me on Mon¬ 
day that it’s his understanding 
that Lawhom isn’t chang¬ 
ing his support of the smok¬ 
ing ban, he just wants city 
residents to be able to weigh 
in on the law. I tried calling 
Lawhom but missed him and 
left a voicemail. 

Many have said they didn’t 
know about the ordinances 
before the council last month, 


but I seriously doubt it would 
have made much of a differ¬ 
ence. 

I have covered government 
meetings in Casey County for 
more than six years, and it’s 
rare that any citizens attend to 
voice their opinions. 

Oh, there are those who like 
to create publicity by jump¬ 
ing on the bandwagon after a 
government agency has acted. 
What I’d like to ask them is 
this. If it’s so important for 
you to disagree with a law 
after it’s passed, where were 
you when the measure is be¬ 
ing discussed and voted on? 

We don’t need saviors after 
the fact, we need citizens who 
are actively involved in the 
governmental decision mak¬ 
ing process from beginning to 
end. And that means attend¬ 
ing meetings to keep up with 
what’s happening in the city 
and county. 

While it’s a fundamental 
right of Americans to exercise 
our right to speak out against 


things we don’t agree with, 
it’s also our responsibility to 
be involved and informed. 

As for the smoking ban 
ordinance, if enough people 
show up for the meeting, then 
it may be rescinded. 

Proponents of the smoking 
ban were elated last month 
with the adoption of this law 
whereby non-smokers will 
no longer have to walk into 
a business or restaurant and 
wade through second-hand 
cigarette smoke. 

While I agree that it should 
be a person’s right to smoke, it 
should also be a non-smoker’s 
right to not to have to smell 
and breathe it. 

Anyway, I predict a long 
meeting with much discus¬ 
sion, especially on the smok¬ 
ing bill. But with the restaurant 
tax, we may see something 
from Sweeney that hasn’t 
been seen during his 16-year 
tenure as mayor. 

Stay tuned folks, this should 
get interesting. 



A simple but life changing way 
to get ready for Christmas 


The Bluegrass country 
around Lexington, Ky., not 
far from where I live in Leba¬ 
non, Ky., is home to some of 
the finest racehorses. It’s ex¬ 
citing to watch the horses bolt 
from the starting gate, and the 
sound of their hooves thun¬ 
ders across the track. 

That’s the picture I have of 
so many people at the start of 
Christmas season. Facing a 
flurry of activities on the way 
to what appears to be the fin¬ 
ish line on December 25, they 
race until they practically fall 
flat, exhausted from trying to 
live up to the demands of the 
season. 

I don’t think it is meant to 
be that way, do you? 

We may not be able to 
change the consumer driven 
culture that seems intent on 
spurring us into a hyperven¬ 
tilating gallop during this 
time of year, but we can face 
it with a sense of peace. In¬ 
stead of racing like a horse, 
try distancing yourself from 
the track and maintaining a 
larger, spiritual perspective. 
After all, it is Christmas. 

It’s the season of Advent. 
The word means “coming” 
or “arrival.” Christians look 
back and celebrate the incar¬ 
nation of Christ as he came to 
us the first time even as they 
look forward to his second 
coming. We live in this “in 
between” time. As Bernard 
of Clairvaux said: “In his first 
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coming our Lord came in our 
flesh and in our weakness; in 
this middle coming he comes 
in spirit and in power; in the 
final coming he will be seen 
in glory and majesty.” 

What can we do to experi¬ 
ence more of him during this 
“in between” time? Let me 
suggest something very sim¬ 
ple yet something so dynamic 
it will change your life: Begin 
and end your day with some 
quiet time, allowing yourself 
a moment to repose and re¬ 
flect as you give your spirit 
some growing space. 

It’s as simple as that. I find 
that too many people get so 
caught up with their “to do” 
list that they leave out the 
most important “do,” spend¬ 
ing time alone with the Lord. 

I’ve learned by hard expe¬ 
rience that if I leave out this 
time, my attitude takes on 
more of the world and less 
of the Lord. I tend to forget 
whose I am, and if I keep 
on neglecting time with him, 
I lose the spiritual perspec¬ 
tive so necessaiy to keep on 
course. I race around and 
around the track, accomplish¬ 
ing little of frue significance, 


reaping mainly frustration 
and exhaustion. 

During Advent, Lori and 
I have been starting the day 
with prayer and meditation. 
Then we read the Scriptures 
for Advent found in The 
Book of Common Prayer. 
There are passages there for 
morning and evening. We 
talk briefly about them, share 
readings from several devo¬ 
tional books, and then con¬ 
clude with prayer. 

Christmas can be a chal¬ 
lenging time for all of us, 
especially those who have 
suffered loss and are lonely. 
Beginning the day with soli¬ 
tude can help alleviate feel¬ 
ings of despair, keeping us in 
touch with an eternal source 
of comfort, reminding us that 
though we may experience 
loneliness, we are not aban¬ 
doned: The one whose birth¬ 
day we celebrate this season 
does care. 

How we begin the day 
helps set our attitude for the 
rest of the day. Jacquelyn 
Smith (businessinsider.com) 
observes that successful 
people have a habit of start¬ 
ing their day in certain ways: 
They reflect, building in quiet 
time and solitude first thing 
the morning, pausing to be 
present before tackling the 
workday. 

Successful people have 
also incorporated the routine 
of smiling and laughing at the 


beginning of the day. 

And they begin the day 
with gratitude. “A great way 
that successful people start 
their day is to identify some¬ 
thing they’re grateful for,” 
notes Lynn Taylor, national 
work place expert. “It’s mo¬ 
tivational and reminds them 
to put small things in perspec¬ 
tive.” 

I begin the day using one 
of Zen Master, Thich Nhat 
Hanh’s mantras: “Waking up 
this morning, I smile. Twen¬ 
ty-four brand new hours are 
before me. I vow to live fully 
in each moment and to look at 
all beings with eyes of com¬ 
passion.” 

The point is, find some¬ 
thing—a book of scripture 
readings, devotional material, 
perhaps uplifting music—that 
you can use at the day’s be¬ 
ginning and end, for how we 
conclude the day prepares us 
for the next morning. 

Then you will arrive at 
Christmas not like a spent 
race horse but like the people 
Isaiah describes in the scrip¬ 
ture, the ones who trust in 
the Lord, the ones who “soar 
high on wings like eagles,” 
the ones who mn and do not 
grow weary, who walk and 
do not faint. (Isaiah 40:31)

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CCHS Gifted and Talented students have a new set of wheels

Casey County School Su¬ 
perintendent Marion Sowders 
could hardly wait to unveil 
Casey County’s first mobile 
classroom last Tuesday. 

Before the official ribbon 
cutting, Sowders addressed a 
group of students and teach¬ 
ers in the Casey County High 
School library, to give them 
a little background about the 
new Innovation Nation mo¬ 
bile classroom. 

“When I started looking 
at Gifted and Talented pro¬ 
grams, I knew I wanted it to 
be something students could 
get excited about,” Sowders 
said. 

As a child, Sowders said he 
always loved when the book 
mobile would make its rounds 
and this idea reminded him of 
how much he enjoyed it. 

The name for the mobile 
classroom bus “Innovation 
Nation” reflects the Casey 
County School District as a 
district of innovation, new 
thoughts, ideas, and concepts. 

“We are preparing students 


for jobs that don’t exist yet 
today,” Sowders said. “Many 
of our students will enter into 
fields that we can’t even fath¬ 
om. What I want our students 
to do is start predicting the 
next world demands.” 


Sowders explained that by 
the year 2018, the demand for 
STEM (science, technology, 
engineering, mathetmatics) 
jobs will increase by 17 per¬ 
cent, but 1.2 million of those 
jobs will go unfilled due to a 


lack of education and train¬ 
ing. 

“I want Casey County stu¬ 
dents to fill some of those 1.2 
million jobs,” Sowers said. 

The mobile classroom, 
decked out with chrome 


books and a wireless con¬ 
nection, will provide what 
Sowders called a great atmo¬ 
sphere for learning. 

Kristal Hame will serve 
as the Innovation Coach, an 
instructor and coordinator of 
the services offered to gifted 
and talented students. In a 
press release, Hame stated, 
“The purpose of the Inno¬ 
vation Nation is to provide 
gifted and talented students 
with challening and innova¬ 
tive learning opportunities 
based on personal interest, 
needs, and abilities, so they 
may achieve at their highest 
potential.” 

Enhancing local stabil¬ 
ity and growth by building a 
work-ready community for 
Casey County students to re¬ 
turn to, and work within, is 
another goal of the new gifted 
and talented program. 

The Innovation Nation’s 
focus will center around 
S.T.E.A.M. careers (science, 
technology, engineering, the 
arts, and mathematics). 

Sowders told the crowd to 
remember to thank members 
of the Casey County Board of 


Education who made a huge 
investment in the Innovation 
Nation bus. The board has 
paid $12,750 towards the 
mobile classroom so far and 
has allocated $20,000 from 
general funds to cover the to¬ 
tal costs. The program is the 
result of a community effort 
by students, parents, staff, 
administration, and school 
board members. 

The building of the mobile 
classroom was also a collab¬ 
orative effort, with help from 
the ATC electrical class and 
three apprentice technicians 
who wired the bus, under the 
supervision of Casey County 
Maintenance and ATC staff 
The Industrial Technology 
Department allowed students 
to build and install cabinets 
under the supervision of Gar- 
len Whitis. 

Tony Buis will serve as 
the driver of the Innovation 
Nation bus, which will make 
weekly visits to different 
schools in the district. 

“There are many different 
forms of giftedness,” Sowders 
said. “I want kids to be proud 
to be gifted.”

Former Raywick fire chief 
pleads guilty to abuse 
of public trust

Former Raywick Fire Chief Charles 
A. “Chuck” Helm pled guilty to abuse 
of public trust on Nov. 20 in Marion 
Circuit Court. He is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced Dec. 18. 

Helm, 54, of 1000 Hazy Downs Road 
in Raywick was indicted in November 
of 2012. He was originally charged with 
abuse of public trust between $10,000 
and $ 100,000 and theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing of $10,000 or more. 

The abuse of public trust charge was 
amended to less than $10,000. The theft 
charge was dismissed. As part of the 
plea agreement, the Commonwealth has 
recommended that Helm pay $20,000 in 
restitution to the Raywick Fire Depart¬ 
ment over seven years. 

Helm’s indictment stemmed from 
incidents that took place between May 
1, 2004, and July 31, 2011. Helm was 
appointed as the Raywick fire chief in 
2004, and he resigned from that position 
in July of 2011. At the time he resigned, 
Helm said out-of-town commitments 
caused him to be away from the com¬ 
munity too much. After his resignation, 
the department started an internal in¬ 
vestigation into the possible misuse of 
funds. 

In 2009, Helm was named the Out¬ 
standing Emergency Personnel by the 
Marion County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

He was credited with attaining more 
than $500,000 in Homeland Security 
grants for the Raywick Fire Depart¬ 
ment, which helped the department buy 
new equipment, including a $180,000 
truck.

Is central Kentucky in for 
another brutal winter? 


Jan. 1 ushers in a new year and stricter 
safety restrictions at the Boyle County 
Courthouse. 

If you’ve got a gun, knife, ammuni¬ 
tion or other potentially deadly weapon, 
leave it at home the next time you visit 
a county office. 

Boyle County Fiscal Court members 
listened as Judge-Executive Harold 
McKinney led the first reading of Or¬ 
dinance 340.1, which repeals an earlier 
ordinance regulating concealed weap¬ 
ons in the Boyle County Courthouse. A 
final reading will be on Dec. 23. 

The changes complement courthouse 
security upgrades, County Attorney 
Richard Campbell explained. 

“We don’t have a mechanism to en¬ 
force concealed carry in all those other 
buildings so we are just going to repeal 
that one,” Campbell said. “Plus, there 
have been quite a few changes to the 
applicable statutes since then, so to just 
recognize the current state of the law, 
I just redid the prohibition against car¬ 
rying concealed weapons to the court¬ 
house.” 

A person who isn’t licensed to carry 
a concealed deadly weapon can be ar¬ 
rested for attempting to bring one into 
the building, Campbell said, but the 
changes will allow deputies to escort 
out those who attempt to bring either 
concealed or openly carried weapons 
into the building. 

The ordinance does not establish a 
punishment, Campbell added. 

Licensed weapons are prohibited in 
public meetings, courtrooms, the sher¬ 
iff’s office and other county offices, 
Deputy Sgt. Dustin Clem said. 

Magistrate Phil Sammons asked if 
licensed weapons can be left with secu¬ 
rity until the owner is finished conduct¬ 
ing business. 

“We won’t hold any property at the 
checkpoint,” Clem said. “They will 
have to return it to the vehicle. If they 
want to go to the drivers license office 
or pay their property taxes, or come to a 
Fiscal Court meeting, they still won’t be 
allowed in.” 

Boyle County Sheriff Marty Elliott 
will brief the court on his department’s 
new policies at the next Fiscal Court

Hardin County and the surrounding 
region can expect to see less sun and 
more coats and umbrellas than normal 
this winter, according to the National 
Weather Service. 

“It looks like it will be a fairly rough 
winter,” said Louisville-based NWS 
Meteorologist Mark Jarvis. 

He said although Hardin County is 
experiencing above-average December 
temperatures right now, the region soon 
will freeze over. He expects January and 
early February to feature temperatures 
between -2 and -4 degrees. 

“It’s going to be cold,” he said. “But 
maybe not as extreme (as the past 
year).” 

The 2014 average temperatures for 
January and February featured 38 days 
with temperatures below 32 degrees. 

“It will be similar to last winter in that 
it will be colder than normal,” he said. 
“But there’s nothing to suggest it will be 
as extreme.” 

Crunching data gathered from Russia, 
Alaska and Mexico weather patterns, 
Jarvis was able to say with some con¬ 
fidence this winter will be much colder 
but also wetter than normal. 

“It’s impossible to say whether that 
means there will be a lot more snow 
or freezing rain,” he said, later adding 
students are likely to see several snow 
days. 

He warned it may be too early to say 
how quickly the cold and rain will set 
in, but gave snow a 10 percent chance 
of falling on Christmas. He said those 
hopeful of a white Christmas should 
check forecasts in the next few days 
when they will be more accurate for 
short-term patterns. 

“It will start to get warmer around 
March, late February,” he said. 


Brothers charged with 
neglecting mother

They allegedly allowed her to live in 
her own waste for months. And now, two 
Campbellsville brothers face prison time 
for neglecting their elderly mother. 

Campbellsville Police arrested Terry 
Lynn Peyton, 55, and Timothy D. Pey¬ 
ton, 52, of Gardenia Drive, last Monday. 

According to court records, police offi¬ 
cers were called to the scene after Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County EMS workers 
responded to an emergency call at the 
Gardenia Drive home. 

A police report states that EMS work¬ 
ers found an elderly woman at the home 
living in a “neglectful” condition. 

The woman was found in a room lying 
on a mattress, which, according to the re¬ 
port, was deteriorated and had exposed 
wire springs. 

After EMS workers treated the wom¬ 
an, she was removed from the home and 
transported to Taylor Regional Hospital 
for treatment of open sores. 

The Peytons were charged with first- 
degree abuse, which is a Class C felony, 
punishable by as much as 10 years in 
prison. 

According to their arrest citation, the 
Peytons, who were caring for their moth¬ 
er, who is 74, allowed her to be bed-rid¬ 
den for about four months. 

Court records state there was a hole 
completely through the mattress on 
which the woman was found, and urine 
and feces were found on the floor be¬ 
neath it. 

Timothy Peyton told officers that he 
should have gotten help for his mother a 
long time ago. 

Court records state that Terry Peyton 
told officers he was overwhelmed and 
sorry for not taking care of his mother.

“I thought I was ready for 
this. I guess I’m not,” Wright 
said, breaking down as he ad¬ 
dressed magistrates. 

Not only was this Wright’s 
last meeting, he had just re¬ 
ceived word that his long time 
friend Mike Miller, County 
Judge-Executive in Marshall 
County, had died at the age 
of 70. Miller was recently 
re-elected and had served 40 
years in that position. 

“He gave me some good 
advice over the years and I 


could always count on him to 
help me,” Wright said. 

After disposing of the usual 
monthly agenda items, Wright 
administered the oath of office 
to county officials who were 
elected in the Nov. 4 general 
election—Roger Garrett, Dis¬ 
trict 1 constable; Bart Wood- 
rum, District 2 magistrate; 
Randy Dial, County-Judge 
Executive; Robby Murphy, 
District 3 magistrate; Jamey 
Maupin, District 4 magistrate; 
and Kenny Morgan, District 1 
magistrate. 


County officials at the 
meeting paid tribute to Wright 
and the service he brought to 
Casey County. 

“I just want to thank you 
for all you done for us and this 
county. It’s been a real plea¬ 
sure working with you the last 
eight years. You’ve always 
been straight and honest. I’ve 
got a lot of respect for you,” 
said Kenny Morgan. 

County Attorney Tom 
Weddle echoed that sentiment, 
praising Wright for a tireless 
work ethic that paid dividends 


for the county. 

“I’m just going to call it like 
it is. I’ve been around for 16 
years with you and I’ve had 
some relatives that’s held that 
position. I can honestly say 
that you’ve probably done one 
of the best jobs as any county 
judge-executive that’s ever 
been in this county. Anyone 
that thinks you haven’t done 
your job in the last 16 years, 
look around and see what we 
didn’t have in this county 16 
years ago,” Weddle said. 

Wright, at the end of the 


meeting, said that his time at 
the helm of county govern¬ 
ment wasn’t always easy. 

“We’ve had a lot of tough 
decisions to make and I’ve not 
always made the right one but 
I made the one that I thought 
was right at the time,” he said, 
adding that he always prayed 
about making the right deci¬ 
sions. 

Wright also praised mag¬ 
istrates for working so well 
with him during the past four 
terms. 

“I appreciate the confidence 


y’all had in me as a court as 
elected officials. It was always 
great knowing y’all had that 
confidence in me,” he said. 

Wright also had a word for 
the incoming judge-executive 
and magistrates. 

“I think the only way we 
move our county forward is 
for this court and eveiy official 
in this county to try our best to 
lay our personal differences 
aside, act professional, and 
compromise when it needs to 
be done because we don’t al¬ 
ways see alike.”

“Should charter schools 
and/or school choice be al¬ 
lowed to come to Kentucky?” 

Responses varied from 
assuming the question dealt 
with Christian schools to be¬ 
ing perplexed. 

“I think if people would 
put it down where it would be 
understood, then we could an¬ 
swer the questions,” said one 
respondent. 

Another question asked if 
Kentucky should become a 
right-to-work state. 

“Why, everybody has a 
right to work if they want to,” 
said another respondent. 

Again, of the 20 polled, 
only two said they had an idea 
of what a right-to-work-state 
is. 

Yet a third question was just 
as vague and not understood 
by those polled. 

“Should the Common¬ 
wealth eliminate the prevail¬ 
ing wage requirement on pub¬ 


lic construction projects like 
schools?” 

Several asked if the prevail¬ 
ing wage had anything to do 
with the current minimum 
wage in the state. 

When asked where he 
came up with the questions, 
Harmon said legislative staff¬ 
ers wrote them. 

“We have staff in the House 
Minority office and they basi¬ 
cally presented us with 20 dif¬ 
ferent questions that we might 
have some interest in and I 
whittled them down to 10,” 
Harmon said. 

Harmon acknowledged that 
not everyone polled would 
understand the issues. 

“I think some will. I don’t 
know that they all will. I did 
get an e-mail from a constitu¬ 
ent asking what some of them 
were about. They wanted to 
know where they could get 
additional information,” he 
said. 

Asked why he thought 18 


of 20 people polled in Casey 
County didn’t understand is¬ 
sues such as prevailing wage, 
charter schools, and right-to- 
work, Harmon responded that 
it’s a time issue. 

“Most people are so busy 
nowadays just trying to sur¬ 
vive and feed their families 
that they don’t have as much 
time to be engaged in all the 
different issues that we try to 
address on a state level,” Har¬ 
mon said. 

However, A1 Cross, who 
spent more than 15 years as 
the chief political writer at The 
Courier-Journal newspaper in 
Louisville, and who currently 
serves as the director of the 
Institute for Rural Journalism 
and Community Issues at the 
University of Kentucky, said 
that constituents couldn’t cor¬ 
rectly answer the questions 
because of a lack of informa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s just silly to ask voters 
at large what to do with issues 


like this without giving them 
some useful information from 
which they can draw a con¬ 
clusion,” he said. 

Cross pointed to another 
question on the document that 
referred to voter’s fear about 
rising energy costs tied to the 
coal industry. 

“Are you concerned that 
increased EPA regulations on 
Kentucky coal will raise en¬ 
ergy costs?” 

“How in the world are 
people going to know that 
for sure? To say you are con¬ 
cerned is like saying 4 do you 
want more money in your 
pocket?”’ Cross said. 

Cross did acknowledge that 
should proposed EPA regula¬ 
tions go into effect, energy 
costs in Kentucky will likely 
rise. 

Another question Harmon 
posed had to do with state 
parks being mn by private 
companies instead of by the 
state. 


Truck crashes into church, driver injured 
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A man was transported to the hospital after losing consciousness and crashing his truck into the side of Middleburg Baptist Church on Monday afternoon. 
Gregory Godbey, 56, of428 Iven Godbey Road, Yosemite, was turning into the parking lot of Farmers Deposit Bank to use the ATM at around 12:52 p.m. 
when he blacked out, continued traveling through the parking lot, and crashed into the corner of Middleburg Baptist Church, according to Deputy Jamie 
Walters. Godbey was operating a 1997 Ford F-150 when he lost consciousness and it was stated in the report that he could not remember what hap¬ 
pened. Lena King said she was sitting in her car parked in the church parking lot, when she saw Godbey's truck crash into the brick exterior. "I'm just glad 
we were sitting in the vehicle because otherwise we might've been hurt," King said. "I was sitting in my car on my lunch break and next thing I know he 
comes and 'bam.' I just hope he's okay." Alina Sandusky, a family friend, reported that Godbey has been diagnosed with a heart arrhythmia, which made 
him lose consciousness and crash into the church. He is currently in the Intensive Care Unit at University of Kentucky Hospital. Godbey had to have his 
spleen cauterized and is currently being treated for fractured vertebrae in his spine and neck.

“Kentucky state parks par¬ 
ticularly those with resort ho¬ 
tels are continuing to be a drain 
on the state budget.

erset. And for good reason. 

“As a matter of fact, pri¬ 
vate business operates more 
efficiently than government 
does,” he said.

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Casey school district discusses improvement plans

The Casey County Board 
of Education began re¬ 
viewing a Comprehensive 
District Improvement Plan 
(CDIP) for 2014-15 dur¬ 
ing its monthly meeting on 
Dec. 11. 

The CDIP, provided by 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education, provides 
strategic goals and plans 
of implementation aimed 
at improving the district’s 
overall success. 

Using data from the 
2013-14 school report 
cards, areas of improve¬ 
ment are identified and 
new goals, as well as plans 
for implementation, are 
constructed. 

“Our goals came straight 


from the delivery targets 
found in the school report 
card. Each school has an 
improvement plan,” said 
Marion Sowders, Casey 
County Superintendent. “I 
appreciate the hard work 
on this, it’s an indepth pro¬ 
cess.” 

Several district-wide 
goals are highlighted in the 
plan: 

■ Goal 1: increase the 
number of students who are 
college and/or career ready 
from 72.8 percent in 2014, 
to 75 percent in 2015 

■ Goal 2: increase the 
average cohort graduation 
rate from 93.6 percent to 
94.3 percent by 2015. 

■ Goal 3: GAP Goal 
aimed to increase the com¬ 
bined reading and math 
Achievement Gap Group 
proficiency from 50.2 per¬ 


cent to 71.8 percent in ele¬ 
mentary; from 48.1 percent 
to 71.8 percent in middle; 
and from 56.7 percent to 
77.2 percent in high school 
by 2017, as measured by 
K-PREP report.; 

■ Goal 4: increase the 
combined reading and 
math proficiency from 53.7 
percent to 74.5 percent 
in elementary, from 54.7 
percent to 75.5 percent in 
middle, and from 64.3 per¬ 
cent to 77.2 percent in high 
school by 2017. 

■ Goal 5: Next Genera¬ 
tion Professionals; collabo¬ 
rate to increase the percent¬ 
age of effective principals 
and teachers from baseline 
in 2015 to 2020. 

■ Goal 6: improve the 
district’s wellness policy 
score from 96 to 100 by 
2015 as measured by the 


WELL-SAT tool. 

The board may revise 
these district goals and 
plans of implementation 
before they are required 
to resubmit them to the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education at the end of De¬ 
cember. 

Sowders also put to¬ 
gether an overview of 
each school’s report card 
and found that the area of 
writing was the weakest 
throughout the entire dis¬ 
trict. 

“It seems like writing is 
a district-wide concern,” 
Sowders said. “I know 
the high school is already 
working on their on-de¬ 
mand prompts and all of 
our schools are working 
hard to meet those needs. A 
lot of classrooms are doing 
two-minute edits and daily 


oral language activities to 
get some of those editing 
skills and to be more con¬ 
sistent with our on demand 
writing prompts.” 

Evaluations from the 
school report card state 
that despite the percentage 
of proficient and distin¬ 
guished students increas¬ 
ing at the elementary level 
regarding achievement in 
writing, the percentages 
decreased from the previ¬ 
ous year at the middle and 
high school level. 

“Since the high school 
has that focus label for 
writing, I would like to hire 
an English position for 30 
days to work with groups 
of students specifically on 
writing,” Sowders said. “I 
think that would be good to 
show support for their fo¬ 
cus area.” 


The temporary instruc¬ 
tor will meet with students 
three days a week, for 
lOweeks, to work specifi¬ 
cally on writing skills. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Director of Dis¬ 
trict Wide Services Deena 
Randolph give the financial 
report. The report states to¬ 
tal cash is $8.2 million and 
general fund cash is $7.1 
million. The GF balance 
is $4 million, which is up 
$629,000 due to timing 
of tax collection in Nov. 
2014. 

■ Heard board members 
express their appreciation 
of exiting board member 
Anthony Edwards and his 
service to the Casey Coun¬ 
ty School District.

I’m just not going to do it,” 
Sweeney said. 

As to why the almost 
year-and-a-half delay in is¬ 
suing the notice, Sweeney 
said it came to light recent¬ 
ly when G. Davis Wilson, 
the city attorney, told him 
to issue the notice. 

“There were people 
making threats about it and 
I asked his advice because 
I knew it was going to be¬ 
come an issue. There were 
people saying they were 
going to stir up trouble 
about it,” he said, declin¬ 
ing to elaborate on who 
made the threats. 

Sewer issue 

Davis declined to go on 
the record as to why he 
hasn’t built a permanent 
structure on the 6.5 acre 
property except to say that 
he has been waiting on the 
city to run a sewer line to 
the property. 

“The deal was I got sew¬ 
er and I’d build when I got 
sewer and that hasn’t been 
done,” Davis said, add¬ 
ing he has plans to build a 
15,000 square foot build¬ 
ing on the property. 

Davis appeared before 
the city council in Sep¬ 
tember 2010 and said he 
planned to build an 8,000 
to 10,000 square foot 
building on the property, 
The Casey County News 
reported. 

At the time, Davis told 
city council members “he 
can get by without sewer 
to that business as a sep¬ 
tic system would be suffi¬ 
cient.” 

“But I’m asking for the 
future,” he said in that 
meeting, referring to other 
businesses that he and his 
cousin, Mike Davis, plan 
to recruit. 

However, according to 
Casey County Building 
Official Kenneth Blevins, 
it’s possible to build with¬ 
out a sewer system. 

“Depending on the oc¬ 
cupancy load of the build¬ 
ing if indeed he has enough 
ground that would allow a 
septic system as far as the 


health department specifi¬ 
cations, there’s no regula¬ 
tion to prevent him from 
putting a septic system in, 
as far as I know,” Blevins 
said. 

Further, Blevins said that 
if it’s not feasible to put in 
a septic system, the sewage 
can be tanked and cleaned 
every 30 days or so, de¬ 
pending on the amount of 
sewage collected. 

“The sewage can be 
worked out,” he said. 

Blevins said that he 
would have to first see 
plans of the building to see 
how much is dedicated to 
showroom, garage, and of¬ 
fice space before he could 
determine the occupancy 
load. 

As to the cost of running 
a sewer line to Davis’ prop¬ 
erty, Sweeney said that he 
hasn’t gotten an engineer’s 
estimate. 

“You’d have to put a lift 
station in and it would be 
well over $100,000 just 
for a lift station because of 
how low his property is,” 
he said. 

Construction trailer 
ordinance 

In March of 2011, the 
city council amended 
the ordinance which had 
banned construction trail¬ 
ers and/or temporary of¬ 
fices within the city limits. 

The council amended the 
ordinance to permit those 
temporary structures for 12 
months, renewable for an¬ 
other 12 months with con¬ 
sideration for a six-month 
extension, which could be 
granted by the planning 
and zoning commissioner. 


Davis has exceeded the 
30-month waiver by 13 
months. 

Also, the amended or¬ 
dinance states that the 
permit will expire 14 days 
after the expiration of the 
construction project and/ 
or the completion of a per¬ 
manent commercial struc¬ 
ture. 

The ordinance further 
stipulates that a temporary 
construction trailer shall 
not be permitted to be 
placed on property within 
the city if it’s not being 
used by a contractor on a 
residential, commercial, 
highway or related con¬ 
struction project, or being 
used as a temporary com¬ 
mercial structure while a 
permanent structure is be¬ 
ing built. 

Councilman Steven 
Brown, who is currently 
mayor-elect, said at that 
meeting that a year should 
be enough time to build a 
permanent building. 

“If you’ve not made 
some kind of progress in 
12 months (on a construc¬ 
tion project), then you 
don’t need it for another 
12 months,” Brown said in 
March 2011. 

And councilman Brian 
Beeler agreed. 

“In 12 months, we 
should see if they’ve made 
an effort,” he said. “But 
if someone has invested a 
lot of money and has three 
more months to after (af¬ 
ter the first 24 months), he 
should be allowed to fin¬ 
ish.” 

Beeler is the only in¬ 
cumbent councilman who 
was re-elected in last No¬ 
vember’s general election.
